During the year January 1 through 
December 31, 1952, the Child Welfare 
Division of the Department of Puflic 
Welfare received 56 requests for ser- 
vices which affected p156 children. 

Thirty of the original fifty-six are 
still active cass in which continued 
service is being rendered.

Of this amount, 25 per cent is paid by 
local funds and 75 per cent by matched 
state and fédéral fonds. . .

County hed 14 children in foster care 
at different times. A total of $769 was 

by the County for the board 
alone of these chiJdren during the year. 
In addition the following amounts were 
spent on children for various 
purposes: i a .

of Supervisors. The amount of money 
granted each month is left to the dis- 
cretion of the Board of Supervisors 
and at the present time the Welfare 
Department is receiving $100 month. 

This money is used for foster homes 
care, and for medical care when this 
care is not of long duration. 

The people in the county are be- 
coming more and more aware of these 
services and are beginning to increase 
their requests, so that it has been 
necessary .for the Department to dig 
deep into a surplus they were able 
to accumulate when the program first 
went. into effect. In some instances 
parents or relatives of foster children 
have contributed to their support while 
in foster homes, but all are not men- 
tally and physically able to do so. 

In the Public Assistance Division and 
under the Aid of Dependent Children 
Program, a monthly average of .17. 
children have received $19,241 turoug. 
grants during 1952.
